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Mizzou faces Wildcats 


COLUMBIA, Mo., — It’s a week when Missouri’s 
football team might well heed the ancient warning: 
“ Beware the battered gladiator who limps into tow n.” 
Kansas State is Mizzou’s sparring partner on Faurot 
Field this Saturday. Coach Vince Gibson’s gang absorbed 
some crippling licks in their 56-14 defeat by Oklahoma 
last time out. 
Yet, the Purple Pride is another tough, resilient Big 
Elgin football team - and that is reason enough for Ol’ 
Mizzou to buckle all chin straps securely. The Tigers first 
three league outings have been decided by nine points 
overall. 
An estimated 
crowd 
of 55,000 will watch the 
matchup. 
Missouri must focus its defense on the ball- carrying 
forays of Isaac Jackson, the Big Eight’s Secretariat -- and 
on tight end Henry Childs w ho’s No. 2 in pass receptions. 
Jackson is averaging 122.6 yards a game -- or 5.8 yards 
a crack. The nifty swifty from Macon, Ga. now holds 
K-St»te s career rushing mark, and has scored seven times 
this season. 
Childs has nabbed 24 passes for 442 yards. The 218- 


pound senior - another Georgian from Thomas ville - 
broke for two scoring catches against Mizzou last year. 
Missouri needs to exploit K-State’s defenses for more 
than the Tigers’ customary 13- point harvest. That’s been 
the Black and Gold’s cutoff point in the last three games. 
Quarterback John Cherry, the sturdy, cool senior, 
again will be directing the offense - with tailback Leroy 
Moss and slotback Bill Ziegler as accomplices. The 
fullback starter may depend on Ray Bybee’s readiness - 
after a two- week absence. 
Cherry ran the club especially well at Boulder, pitching 
out deftly. The 195- pounder scored his first touchdown 
of the year on a 22- yard option keeper. 
Moss scooted for 104 yards - his career high - moving 
up to no. 2 on the ball- carrying charts behind Tommy 
Reamon. It was Moss and sophomore Chris Hoskins 
handling all the tailback chores last week - but Reamon 
should be back in the picture Saturday. 
Steve Grogan is the Cats’ quarterback, and his total 
offense yardage outstrips Cherry’s on a per- game basis. 
Grogan is averaging 149 rush- pass yards, and Cherry 100. 
Indians lead MIAA 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — Southeast Missouri State 
University’s football Indians coupled a balanced offensive 
atack with a vicious defensive effort to defeat Lincoln 
University, 23-13, Saturday and put themselves in the 
driver’s seat at the halfway point in the MIAA title chase. 
The Indians are now the only team undefeated in 
conference play. Lincoln and Northwest Missouri State 
University of Maryville have each lost once in conference 
action while the other members of the seven- team circuit 
h*ve each lost at least two league games. 
Southeast Missouri State will try to hand Northwest 
Nissouri State its second loss Saturday (Nov. 3) when the 
Bearcats make a 1:30 p.m. appearance at Houck Stadium 
fcere. 


Discussing title prospects, Indian head coach Tom 
Thrower said, “ We felt at the start of the season if we 
could get this far into our league schedule without a loss, 
ve could win it.” 
Pointing out that the Indians would have to lose a 
conference game for any other team to have a shot at the 
crown, the coach added the one of his problems now is to 
teep his players from letting down. 


Southeast Missouri State’s overall record is 4-3 and the 
Iidians are 3-0 in the MIAA. Lincoln is 3-4 overall and 1-1 
in conference action. 
In defeating the Tigers, the Tribe had to overcome 
Lincoln’s fine defense, its 13- game home winning streak, 
and its partisan Homecoming crowd. The Indians also had

After Saturday’s game with Northwest Missouri State, 
the Indians will have only two games remaining. One will 
be in Cape Girardeau on Nov. 10 against the University ol 
Missouri- Rolla, and the other will be in Warrensburg on 
Nov. 17 against Central Missouri State University.

Also, we provided food at 
the release* sight to encourage 
the birds to remain on the 
lake and get acquainted with 
their new home.” 
Babcock says the intent

Yet to a great extent, this administration, despite its im 
aginative breakthroughs with the Soviet Union and China, is 
isolating itself as completely from our friends abroad as 
President Nixon has isolated himself within the White 
House 


The temporary soybean export restriction was one exam 
pie of an action which could have been carried out in a way 
to increase our ties with Japan — but served instead to ere 
ate new misunderstanding It was not what we did. but the 
way we did it. 


The soybean is politically very important in Japan, being a 
staple in the diet and an important meat substitute So the 
export ban was a sensitive matter 


We first assured the Japanese we would honor our com­ 
mitments Then we slashed exports, reducing that promise 
to shambles Now we've shifted again and it appears Japan 
will get what it requires 


The Japanese have asked us why we operated in this em­ 
barrassing way They said they understand our inflation 
problems, that if we had come to them and pointed out our 
difficulties, the two countries could have talked out a solu­ 
tion which would have met tJ S requirements and Japan s 
needs. 


The Japanese had. in fact, built stocks and had room to 
maneuver. ‘ But to us, 
as one Japanese put it. “ the way in 
which something is done is often more important than what 
is done 
And that is what Washington forgot 


A friend who works daily with Latin American countries 
tells me we make the same mistake there Say we have a 
legitimate disagreement with the government of one of the 
Latin lands. Instead of holding the long and exasperating in­ 
formal talks which are often necessary in such circum ­ 
stances, we stand on our rights formally in a way that in­ 
vites subtle retaliation 


This is not to suggest we should cave in. but that we show 
a greater willingness to talk as equals and attempt to show 
the Latin officials we understand their political and econom­ 
ic problems, their emotions and even their prejudices — 
without being self-righteous and legalistic. In the end. more 
often than not, we would get our way 


In Latin America, delicate political matters frequently can 
be handled in personal, unofficial ways 


We are at present having quite a strong disagreement with 
Panama. But it so happens that there was in our embassy 
there an American who had built up a close personal rela­ 
tionship with the Panama chief of state, a man who has for 
some time given the United States a very difficult time 


Yet when this American pursued this relationship in per­ 
fectly proper but unofficial channels, his ambassador was 
infuriated. The unfortunate man, who could have done this 
country so much good, was thereupon transferred out of 
Panama, There was no suggestion tnat this American offi­ 
cial had acted against the interests of the United States — 
only that his actions showed disrespect for the person of the 
ambassador, who by virtue of his post should have been the 
chief conduit in our relations with the president of Panama 


This bureaucratic over-regard for form and protocol has 
become endemic in the United States Foreign Service 
Frankly speaking

The case of the 
inflamed husband

Alice and Bill owned their marital home “by the entirety” 
which, under ancient legal concept, m e a n t that, as husband and 
wife, they owned it as if they were one person. 
As one person, however, Alice and Bill suffered from a split 
personality. Alice was pleasant and placid while Bill was as 
volatile as a Roman candle. In fact, after an argument with 
Alice, Bill became so inflamed that he intentionally burned 
down their home. 
Being as placid as usual, Alice reacted by merely filing a 
claim under a fire- insurance policy to recover for her loss. 
“You gotta’ be kidding lady,” responded an insurance 
company representative. “When a person burns down his house, 
he’s not entitled to be paid for doing it. And since you and your 
husband owned the house as one person, when he struck the 
match, it was the same as if you did.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit Alice to 
collect for the damage caused by her inflamed husband? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that the 
concept of a husband and wife being one person has been 
seriously eroded over the recent years and is no longer realistic. 
One spouse should not be caused to suffer by the individual acts 
of the other. A husband or wife should be allowed to collect 
under a fire- insurance policy, when a house is intentionally 
burned down by the other, as would any other coinsured 
individual.

Two kinds 
of pancreatitis 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.I). 


DEAR DR. 
LAMB - In 
just four d a y s we recently 
lost a dear member of our 
family to an illness diagonos- 
ed as pancreatitis. I need to 
know what causes this sud­ 
den disease, its symptoms, 
p r o p e r t r e a t m e n t a n d 
whether or not it is usually 
fatal. 


DEAR READER - At the 
outset let me say that there is 
a d ifferen ce b etw een acute 
s u d d e n p a n c r e a t i t i s a nd 
c h r o n ic p a n c r e a t i t i s . The 
outlook in the chronic form is 
s o m e w h a t d i f f e r e n t -- a l ­ 
though it can become poor if 
underlying problems are not 
c o r r e c t e d , s u c h as a g all 
stone blocking the duct from 
the p a n c r e a s or failure to 
correct an underl yi ng 
alcohol problem. 


Acute pancreatitis is sud­ 
d e n i n f l a m m a t i o n of the 
pancreas, the organ lying un­ 
d e r n e a t h and behind the 
stom ach at the upper left 
part of the abdomen. The pic­ 
ture varies a great deal. In 
general there is obstruction 
of the drainage of normally 
produced pancreatic juice 
into the small intestine. 
These ju ic e s tend to break 
out of the normal drainage 
ducts within the gland and 
chemically inflame or even 
digest the pancreatic tissue. 
This in turn leads to more 
damage and the process can 
accelerate rapidly. 


The pancreatic juice con­ 
tains powerful enzymes used 
to digest both proteins and 
fat. They are capable of caus­ 
ing s e v e r e inflam m ation of 
the p a n c r e a t i c tissues. If 
swelling of the tissues is all 
that occurs, the patient may 
do fairly well and recover. 


The usual picture is one of 
sh o c k and it c a n be v ery 
severe. Some of the proteins 
I that are rele ase d into the 
bloodstream tend to dilate 
• he small arteries throughout 
the bodv and blood pressure 
falls. 


Treatment is directed to­ 
w a r d r e l i e v i n g the shock 
when that is the main fea­ 
ture. Sometimes there is an 
a s s o c i a t e d d i a b e t i c c o m ­ 
p l i c a t i o n if th e i s l e t s o f 
tissues within the p ancreas 
that produce insulin are also 
severely damaged. 


There is usually abdominal 
pain, and it can be in the pit 
of the stomach and radiate to 
the back. Other patients may 
not have such se v e r e pain. 
The pain can resemble many 
other conditions that can o c ­ 
cur in the abdomen, includ­ 
ing a ruptured peptic ulcer. 


If the damage and inflam­ 
mation of the p a n creas is 
severe and if it is associated 
w i t h b l e e d i n g i nt o t he 
p a n c r e a s , w h ic h c a n and 
does occur, then only about 
half of the patients survive 
the acute attack under the 
best management. 


Surgery is usually not at­ 
tempted during the acute at­ 
tack unless it is obvious that 
m e d i c a l t r e a t m e n t is not 
going to prevent the patient’s 
demise. It can be harmful It 
is a v e r y s e r i o u s m e d i c a l 
problem and the outlook isn’t 
too encouraging. 


There are many causes of 
it. 1’nderlving gall bladder 
disease resulting in a stone in 
the bile duct may block the 
pancreatic duct and is a com ­ 
mon cause. Alcohol is anoth­ 
er frequent cause and there 
may not be any cause that 
c a n be i d e n t i f i e d . R a r e 
c a u s e s in c lu d e in fe c tio n 
such as mumps which can in­ 
volve the pancreas much as it 
involves the g la n d s in the 
neck and jaw region.
